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CHAPTER 408

AN ACT to amend 20.60 (4) of the statutes, relating to revolving appropriation from
the sale of oleomargarine tax stamps.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

20.60 (4) of the statutes is amended to read:

20.60 (4) As a revolving appropriation, all moneys received for or on account of the
sale of publications and other informational material, vaccines, and identification tags,
seals and tools for live stock, poultry and other farm produets; 35 per cent of the moneys
received for or on account of dog license fees under s. 174.09 for furnishing dog tags to
counties; and * * * one per cent of the moneys received from the sale of oleomargarine
tax stamps; to be used for the purchase and sale of the material and supplies specified
herein.
